The dippoBitiOD, and it is by oq meaDB 
an ttnnstaral ooei it to make a conslitu- 
ti0^aZ{y unpopular government responsi- 
ble not aloDe tor its owu fanlts but in 
jireat part for tho faults of tlio people. 
That this tobdeucy exerts a pernicious 
ir.fluence upon the general iniercsia oi 
thj» CQlooy maal be obvioas. People 
are apt to fall into the babit of blaming 
the Government for every uutoward 
oircomstauce ; and to such an ixicru 
doei this httbib eomoiimes j^row that tho

ev«r|<men<a;e morediscriniinatiog ; yei 
w^jVre all loo liable" to oreHook our own 
faoltt and neglect individual duty in 
poi'b'linj out and denouuciuK those of the 
governing clatses, . in truth it is ju.-i 
the old siory over again of the mote 
aod the beam. While wo carry our own 
taoiu cca.v«Qieat|y stowed away out of 
light ill oar own knapsack we are con- 
■lanlly peeping iuto those of others, li 
were well to remember that while great 
and important duties devolve npon tho 
Government, there is also a no less im- 
portant class of duties appertaining to 
the paople ^^.-^and ' tbat. no meascre ol 
Drigleet or mi'doing on the part of tbe 
I'^rmer can possibly exculpate tho latter, 
if they fail to perform well acd truly 
their part. It should ever bo rcmeuibered 
that the beet of governments must l)e 
powerless for good without the co-opera- 
tion ot;ibe;Reople. It Bhoald not bo 
fortjotten that under the worst of gov- 
srotnen^s'in'uch good may bo attuini d 
by ft firm aud faithful discharge of duty 
on the part of the people An iuiellit^eut, 
«el(-reliar.i and uniied people cum mould 
a gcyernraeni. to their will. The people 
Of British Colombia have a great duty 
to perf< roi. By presenting a fiim and 
united Iront tney hHvo nnw an oppor- 
tonity of securing & FeopWs Govenment, 
By indiffiTeuco and t-cnibLU iln-y will 
giant n new lease of life Id uii ai,u-|'t'u~ 
pW'a gorernmeut.
